FACTS ABOUT U. S. CENSUS, 
ee 
1920 CENSUS WILL BE TAKEN 
IN JANUARY. 


The Fourteenth Decennial Census 
is to be taken during the month of 
January, 1920. 

The first census of the United 
States was taken in 1790, during the 
administration of George Washing-| 
ton. It related solely to population. 

The Conatitution of the United 
States requires that a census of the 
United States be taken every ten 
years. Jt is by this means that the 
apportionment of members of the 


House of Representatives is made as}. 


to states. 

The Bureau of the Census is a part 
of the Department of Commerce. It 
was established as a permanent Bu- 
reau in 1902. Prior to that time the 
census work was done by a tempo- 
rary organization known aa the Cen- 
aus Office ve)... Bayh 

A census of the country’s manufac- 
tures was made for the first. time in 
1810, Under the present law a man- 
ufactures census is to be taken in con- 
nection with the Fourteenth Decen- 
nial Census and every two years 
thereafter. 

An enumeration of the mines and 
quarries of the United States was 
made for the first time in 1840, 

The Sixth Decennia! Census, taken 
in 1840, was the first one to cover ag- 
riculture statistics, now one of the 
most important parts of the entire 
census. 

The Department of Agriculture as- 
sisted the Census Bureau in prepar- 
ing the list of questions to be asked 
of every farmer at the coming census. 

United States marshals acted as 
enumeratora at the first nine decen- 
nial censuses. Each marshal had as 
many assistants as. were necessary to 


properly cover his allotted territory. 


About 650 people were engaged in 
taking the first census of the United 
States. The 1920 census will require 
the services of 90,000. 

The atatistics of the firat census of 
the United States were published in 
one small volume consisting of 56 
pages. The statistics of the 1910 
census required 12 volumes having an 
ageregate of more than 40,000 pages. 

There were 6,361,502 farms report- 
ed at the last decennial census, val- 
ued at more than 40 billions. of dol- 
lara. The.1920 census is expected to 
show more than 7,000,000 farms. 

The Census Bureau: prints a special 
supplement for/each State in the 
Union containing all the census fig- 
ures relating to the State in question. 
Congress extended the scope of the 
approaching 1920 census by provid- 
ing that a census of forestry and for- 
eat products should be taken. Thee 
subjects were never specifically cov- 
ered by the past census act. 

It required eight.months to com- 
plete the enumeration. work for the 
first decennial census in 1790. In 
1920. the Census Bureau plans _ to 


-[complete the enumeration work for 


the ‘entire ecduhtry in from two to 
fou weeks and announce the popyla- 
tion figures in less than three months 
from the date the enumeration work 
is completed. . 

A heavy concentration on ages end- 
ing in five.and zero are always re- 
ported at a census. The Census Bu- 
reau has made many. efforts to over- 


{come this, inaccurate. tendency on the 


part of the people when stating ages. 

Every census has discloted the fact 
‘there are more men in the United 
States than women. 

In 1914, the year the last manu- 
factures census was taken, there 
were275,000 manufacturing . establish- 
ments reported. The Census Bureau

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PRINT PAPER MARKET WILD AS 
PRICES SOAR. 


The price of print paper. has had 
its share of discussion for the past 
four or five years, but.at no time have 
the prices caused such utter conster- 
nation as they sre.causing at this 
time, During the year of 1914 and 
previous. years the prices ranged in 
the neighborhood of three cents per 

hruovt the years of the 
war prices fluctuated and reached a 
rate of six cents per pound. That 
was the highest that we had any 
knowledge of. The price dropped to 
about 5 cents per pound for a very 
few days early in July but soon re- 
sumed the six cent level, For the 
past few weeks the paper market has 
gone wild and there is no prospect 
of it becoming steady again in any- 
thing like the near future. The price 
of print paper today hovers around 
the 13 cent per pound mark and indi- 
eations are strong for them to go 
much higher. This condition is wark- 
ing a hardship on the publishers of 
the country, especially is this true in 
the case of the small daily and week- 
ly newspapers, and no doubt will be 
the means of suspending publication 
of a large number. The Publishers’ 
Auxiliary in a late edition published 
the following bulletins: 

Washington—Complaints of in- 
ability to secure print paper are 
pouring into government offices 
here. Newspapers are reporting 
prices of eight, nine and as high 
as twelve cents being asked for 
print paper, and when orders are 
placed at these prices it is possi- 
ble to secure only very small 
quantities, not nearly enough to 
meet their needs. 

A later report coming from New 
York City gives the following infor- 
mation: 

New York—Thirteen cents a 
pound, f. o. b. mill, was asked for 
print paper here during this 
week. The price was for car load 
lots, and was made to one of the 
jargest purchasers of sheet print 
paper jin’ the country. The mill 
refused te make a price of any- 
thing less than thirteen cents. 
This condition seems to be general 

all over the United States, as the 
following report from Omaha, Ne- 
braska infers: 

Qmaha—One of the largest 
wholesale paper deslers of the 
country reports print paper pri- 
ces going upward every day, with 
a raise in one week of more than 
$1 a hundred. Many mills are 
refusing to accept orders at any 
price, and a forced suspension of 
many papers is looked for as 
there is no prospect of any relief 
in the immediate future.

‘have been made before. There came 
“the awakening of the aatious from 
the bigotry and intolerance of the dark 
ages; the rise of the spirit of democ- 
racy; the revolt against human slnv- 
ery and serfdom; the general antip- 
athy toward exploitation of one class 
by another. 

But all of these steps in human 
progress had small beginnings. They 
would originate, perhaps, tn a single 
community of one fation, spread frow 
there over the whole country, cross 
borders with much difficulty, and 
finally sweep over the greater part of 
the civilized world. : 

Now, however, for the frst dme in 
history, we find in the organization of 
& league of nations what may be con- 
sidered as the civilized world prepared 
to take a step forward in unison. This 
being so, isn’t it reasonable to expect 
that the league of nations Jdea will 
succeed more quickly than other pro 
gressive ideas which have preceded it? 

Democracy, as the modern world 
understands tt, may be considered to 
dete from our own revolution and the 
French revolution, though the seeds 
were planted long before then. The 
powerful of the earth were against it. 
Organized governments fought it. 
Armies and navies were used to put 
it down. Just a century ago, when Na- 
poleon was overthrown and the anclent 
dynasties were being put back on their 
thrones, it might have seemed that 
democracy was doomed to failure. 

Yet we see today democracy trium- 
phant. There searcely remains an tm- 
portant government on earth in which 
the people do not have the final say 
as to its policies. 2 

If democracy could triumph over 
such great obstacles, is there any rea- 
son to believe that a league of nations, 
with all the world for it, will faiit 
The league is the natural outgrowth 
of democracy. It does not seek to 
overturn existing institutions. It does 
not threaten national governments or 
Bational ideals. 

It starts with everything in its fa- 
vor. The world’s most powerful mill- 
tary nation has just tried to conquer 
and despoil its neighbors and failed 
because Jt found the sentiment of man- 
kind agalnst it. England, France. 
Ttaly and the United States have just 
finished ‘expending life and treasure 
In hitherto unheurd-of quantities in 
a wer which they did not seek and did 
not want. 

One nation has learned that it can- 
not combat an outraged world, and the 
others have learned that they cannot 
keep out of a modern war just because 
they Want to. They all know now that 
war spreads like wildfre after it 
starts, fnyolving the {nnocent and the 
guilty alike in its misery. They all 
realize that the only way to prevent 
war in the future is to act in concert. 
That is why they are now forming 
the league of nations, 

For this reason It does not appear 
tbat the authority of the league of na- 
tlopa, once it 13 established, is likely to 
be serlously challenged in the near 
future. The world fs too busy binding 
up its wounds right now for any na- 
tion to dare to risk everything jn 
another general war. The task of 
reconstruction is too great. 

Therefore it would seem that the 
league starts with every prospect of 
being given an opportunity to have 4 
falr trial. Its constitution as now 
(drawn {s of course far from perfect. 
It 1B the result of compromise and 
of differing opinions, But all nations 
ure agreed upon the Idea of its de 
strabllity and its main purpose to pre- 
vent war. 

The constitution of the league is 
not rigid. Provision !s made for 
changes as they may be found to be 
necessary. As time goes of undoubt- 
edly there will be changes. There 
have been changes In our own Constl- 
tution and there will be more. 

It is not fair to assume, either, that 
the millennium has arrived just be- 
cause a league of nations is coming 
into belng. There probably will’be 
for ages to come injustice fn the 
world, but it is certain that there will 
be less and less of it as time goes on, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that 
a world league founded upon the Idea 
of justice will be able to make fur- 
ther progress than individual nations 
with hosttle interests and pnreason!ng 
prejudices, 

There is much room for division of 
opinion as fo details of the tengue. 
But for that matter there is great 
division of opinion as to the conduct 
of internal affairs of this or any 
other country. Every four years we 
are thrown into a ferment by an elec- 
tion in which one great party bitterly 
opposes the other. But nelther Demo- 
crat nor Republican would favor over- 
turning our form of government s{m- 
ply because he cannot dictate its {m- 
mediate policies. . 

Neither should we wisb to prevent 
the formation of a league of nations 
simply because its constitution con- 
tains some few provisions with which 
we are not fully in accord, Having 
done our best to have our ideas in- 
corporated, we can aid we should 
accept It as it comes from the com- 
migsion of the entente powers, and 
should assume thar it will he gradu- 
aly improved in the light of expert- 
encé. .

SEES CHAOTIC EUROPE 


Herbert Hoover Warns of Men- 
ace of Reds. 


Only Greatly Increased Production 
Can Prevent Great Logs of 
Life, He Says. 


London, — Unless European pro- 
ductivity can be rapidiy increased, 
there can be nothing but political, 
moral and economic chaos finally fn- 
terpreting itself in loss of life op a 
stale hitherto undreamed. of, says 
Herbert Hoover, in an article in the 
British National Food Journal. 

“The entire surplus productivity of 
the wesicro hemisphere {s totally in- 
eapabie of meeting the present de- 
ficiency in European production if It 
Js long continued,” be asserts, 

“Nor could credits be mobilized for 
this purpose for more than a short 
period because all credits must neces- 
sarily be simply an advance against 
the return of commodities in exchange 
and credits will break down the in- 
stant that the return of commodities 
becomes improbable. Further, if such 
credits be obtained for more than 
teinporary purposes it would result in 
ecouomic slavery of Europe to the 
Western hemisphere and the ultimate 
end would be war again.” 

Mg. Hoover points out this solution 
of the European economic problem: 
“A yigorous realization of the actual 
situatiuag io each country of Europe 
find a resolute statesmanship based 
on such a reatization—the populations 
of Europe must be brought to a real- 
ization that productivity must be Iin- 
stantly increased.” 

In the present-day European fer- 
ment, Mr. Hoover says, “every eco- 
nomic patent medicine” has flocked 
under the banner of socialism or com- 
munism, which has claimed to speak 
for all the down-trodden—to alone be- 
speak humun syinpathy.” 

Experimentation in varying forms 
of these political leanings—socialism 
and contmunism—has so far, in every 
cuse, resulted in reduced production, 
the food controller says. Burope’s 
threatened food famine, he says, is 
due “in the largest degree to the hu- 
man factor of the Mmitation of effort.”

American Destroyer Travels Thousand 
Miles to the Azores With 
out Fuel. 

Ponta Delgada—Qn account of 
water in {ts fuel oil supply the United 
States destroyer Maddox ran short of 
fuel 1,000 miles from the Azores and 
wns forced to resort to the expedleat 
of using its awnlngs for satls. 

The Maddox has just arrived safe- 
ly at Ponta Delgada.

“There is an ex-professtonal dancer, 
en interesting gitl- who enjoys the 
foyer and helps entertain the other 
girls, There is a professiona! pianist 
who does her bit at the noon and eve- 
oing hours. There is one rough-and- 
ready girl who speaks English. whose 
tather was an innkeeper tn northern 
france. There is a pretty little girl 
who ts engaged to a French soldier 
who still is rejoicing over the five min- 
otes-abe bad with him recently during 
20 alr raid. His mother is the care- 
taker here and he is one of six cons in 
the war, Two of them are German 
military prisoners, two are civil pris- 
onera in Germany and two are soldiers 
in the trenches. Her home in the 
aorth of France was destroyed and she 
eacaped with a smal! bundle of such 
things as she could carry io her hands. 

“There is a sweet-faced girl who 
was a lacemaker in Valenciennes, who 
came direct to us from the German 
ridden section after a hard experience 
im getting away.” 

These are the women the Blue Tri- 
angle is helping to forget—perhaps 
only for an hour at a time—the hor 
rors that have biackened their bearth- 
stones and darkened the world.
